Indian Head Quarter Eagles 
King of the Counterfeit Gold Coin Series 





The single most counterfeited series of U.S. gold 
 \ | coins is the Indian Head Quarter Eagle. This series 
Mike Sargent accounts for approximately 40% of all counterfeit 
gold coins received by PCGS. The only other series 
of counterfeits that could compare in quantity to the $2 2 “Indians” would 
be $1 gold coins (if all three types are added together), followed closely 
by $3 gold pieces and $5 “Indians.” Combined together, these four series 
account for 90% of all counterfeit gold coins received for authentication. 
It is easy to see why these four series of 
coins are copied so often. First of all, one 
does not need a whole lot of gold to make

counterfeiter to sell fakes at a lower price 
point to unsuspecting buyers. Also, these 
counterfeits sell for the highest premium above their intrinsic gold value 
when compared to any other series of gold coins. 

For the most part, these four series of coins tend to have the largest ratio 
of design element-to-field, making it more difficult for proper 
authentication. The open fields on larger coins make it more difficult to 
hide depressions, tooling and inadequate luster, thus making 
authentication easier. Every single date in the $2 2 Indian series exists as 
a counterfeit. In fact, PCGS once received a complete set of fakes in a 
custom holder, quite an achievement by an unwitting collector! 

The most difficult aspect of identifying such a widely counterfeited 
series is finding a common denominator among fake coins. Other series 
of coins contain a wide variety of common counterfeit reverse and/or 
obverse dies allowing you to quickly identify a repeated fake. This is not 
necessarily the case with this series. Even though there are a couple of 
“PD” mint coins that share a common fake reverse (see photo #1), and a 
few common obverses are used, in the majority of fakes contain a hodge- 
podge of different dies. 





The single most-useful marker one can use with 
this series is the presence of tooling marks inside 
) and at the back of the recessed area of the neck (see 
= photo #2). The tooling marks are far more prevalent 
and easily distinguished from the normal flow that 
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exists on genuine coins of this series. This is the one aspect that never fails 
on a majority of the fakes we have seen to date This was the highest area 
on the counterfeiters die and invariably the hardest area in which to hide 
the tooling marks that occurred during die preparation. Large raised tooling 
lines or tooling of any kind should be closely examined. 

Depressions are the other major indicator associated with all counterfeits. 
These depressions were created from damage to the original coin used in 
the preparation of the counterfeit die. Any such depressions are transferred 
to the new die and should not be confused with damage that might occur 
naturally on a coin. Natural damage on a genuine coin should be brighter 
and of a different texture than surrounding areas. The texture of 
depressions and surrounding areas would be the same on counterfeit dies. 

The incuse die used with the Indian gold series makes it far more difficult 
to locate original die polish which would be more prevalent on other series 
of coins. These few areas where die polish is most apparent occur in the 
crescent in the Indians headdress and the recessed areas surrounding the 
eagle(especially in front of the eagles left wing). Don’t be surprised to find 
it extremely difficult to locate any significant amount of die polish. 

Some counterfeits (but not all) show weakness in the necklace behind the 
recessed area of the neck, but this weakness may also occur o genuine 
coins. Some of the lower-quality counterfeits coming out of the Middle 
East exhibit poor striking characteristics across the entire coin and are 
relatively easy to spot. Such coins usually have luster that appears “off” in 
some way. The strike on these coins will also appear far to mushy to be 
genuine. The coin will exhibit too much luster or virtually none at all, and 
many times the color of the gold will be different from that of a genuine 
coin. 

Remember, most counterfeit $2 2 Indians are exceptional quality and are 
very hard for the novice to distinguish. Many of these counterfeit coins in 
Extremely Fine to near Mint condition have been tumbled in rock 
polishing machines or intentionally marked-up to disguise the few faults 
they may contain in order to make it more difficult to distinguish from 
genuine coins. 

If you notice any of the above characteristics on a gold coin - it can be 
submitted to PCGS for authentication!

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History of the Morgan Dollar 1878-1921 
By Darwin Dippel 

The Morgan Dollar was designed by George T. Morgan. 
» He was a one time pupil at the Royal Mint in London. His 
4) initial “M” can be seen on the truncation of Miss 
Liberty’s neck, on the obverse, as well as on the left hand 
loop of the ribbon on the reverse. 
The model for the obverse was a young school teacher by 
the name of Anna Willess Williams. She posed five times under a strict 
promise of secrecy. When the fact came out that she had posed for Morgan, 
she lost her job as a teacher. At that time, in history, it was forbidden for 
a woman to pose for any artist. 
The dollar was minted of 412" grains of .900 fine silver. It is 38.1 mm in 
diameter containing .7734 ounces of silver. At the standard price of silver, 
at that time, it contained 99.768 cents worth of silver, plus .232 cents of 
copper to bring the intrinsic value to exactly one dollar. A complete set of 
circulation strikes consists of 97 coins. 
The 1895 proof only issue is not 
considered as part of a complete 
set as it is not a circulation 
strike. An impaired proof in 
} good condition, presently, books § 
at $21,500.00, which is beyond 
the average collectors budget. 
The exact mintage of existing 
Morgan Dollars can not be 
determined due to two facts. One is the Pittman act of 1918 when 
270,232,722 ounces of dollars were ordered to be melted. This would be all 
dollars including Bust, Seated and Morgans. No record of dates were 
recorded, so we will never know the existing quantity of Morgan Dollars. 
No dollars were considered rare in 1918. Even as late as 1925 a B. Max 
Mehl rare coin catalog listed his buy price at a $1.00 each for proof dollars 
and the 1893 S at $2.00 each. Twenty-eight key and semi-key Morgans 
would cost $32.60. Today’s Red Book prices, for the same twenty-eight 
coins, is $1,133,900.00. 
Another factor of mintage’s is that in the early 1980's, silver prices went up 
over $50.00 an ounce and many common date dollars, as well as other 
silver coins, hit the melting pots. I myself had 36 ounces of silver that I had 
paid $2.80 an ounce for, I sold for $42..00 an ounce. $100.80 face, brought 
me $1,512.00, and a profit of $,.411.20. 
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In 1962 the U. S. Treasury released some formerly rare date Morgans. 
The 1898 O, 1902 O, 1903 O and 1904 O. The 1903 O that once listed for 
$1,500.00, in early 1962, fell to a couple hundred dollars. One date that 
must have hit the melting pots was the 1896 O. It had a mintage of 
10,710,00. Not rare by mintage standards, but the fact that a very fine of 
this date retails at $26.00, but lists at $46,000.00 in Mint State 64 indicates 
that many bags of these were melted. 

In October of 1972, March 1973, June and July of 1973, October 1973 and 
February 1974 the General Services Administration (G. S. A.) Sold, by 
mail bid, 1,960,000 Carson City minted Morgan Dollars for a total of 
$55,000,000.00. Two final sales of G. S. A. Morgan Dollars were sold 
from February 8" thru April 8" of 1980 and July 1980. These were sold at 
set prices. The 1882 CC sold at $42.00, 1884 CC at $40.00, 1880 CC and 
1885 CC at $180.00 each. The 1880 CC consisted of 4,284 pieces and the 
1885 CC count was 31,567. This was the last of the G. S. A. sales. 

The fact that the 1893 S Morgan had a mintage of 
only 100,000 makes it a rare coin in any grade. I am 
\ sure the quantity of existing 1893 S Morgans is less 
©4 than that as some may have been lost, melted etc. | 
4 saw one years ago that some idiot drilled 2 holes in at 
2:00 and 9:00 o-clock to make a hummer. I also saw 
a 1893 love token, but do not know from what mint, 
as the reverse had been ground off and engraved. 
The 1893 S in my collection is a very good 8, which I paid $690.00 for 
years ago. Current retail for this coin is $3,650.00. 

It took me 50 years to assemble my complete set of Morgan Dollars, many 
of which I got at face value back in the mid 1940's and 50's. 





About the Author 


Mr. Dippel started collecting coins in the mid 1940's, when Barber coins 
were still in circulation, as well as Walking Liberty half dollars and 
occasionally worn Liberty nickels. He remembers that from the mid 1940's 
to the mid 1960's one could fairly easily assemble a complete date set of 
Morgan and Peace dollars at local banks at face value.
